The reason for this high cost is 
principally the length of time that 
must elapse before a cork grower 
can realize on his investment.

pagne corks are made only from the 
finest Catalonia corkwood. 
After the 
tree is planted 30 years m is t elapse 
before it is ready for the first strip­ 
ping, but this bark is too coarse for 
champagne corks, as is the second 
bark, taken off eight years later. 
An­ 
other eight years must pass before a 
champagne cork crop 
is 
gathered, 
making in all 46 years that the grow'- 
er must wait before he can get any 
m aterial return from his treos. 
Furthermore, champagne coHcs are 
cut by hand and not by machinery, as 
are h s expensive cork3, as they must 
perfect in size and sbane, or else

First 
Building Erected by Authority 
of Congress. 


In removing the foundations of the 
coinage building of the old mint, at 
\os. 37 and 39 North Seventh street, 
jome quaint specimens 
of 
oldtime 
building construction, including sev­ 
eral curious vaults, were uncovered.

Last year wras unfavorable to the 
wooden shoe m anufacturers in Hol­ 
land owing to the keen competition 
of the Belgians and a decided over­ 
production here. 
This year’s pros­ 
pects are somewhat brighter. 
The scarcity of willowr wood, from 
which 
those 
shoes 
were 
formerly 
made, 
has 
caused 
the 
m arket 
to 
steady up a little. 
Poplar and some 
Russian w’oods are also being used 
more extensively than heretofore. 
The cost of the wod from which 
the shoes are made Is about $6 per 
cubic meter, out of which 100 pairs of 
ordinary 
size 
can 
be 
made. 
The 
w’holesale price of these shoes is 12 
cents. 
One workman is able to make 
12 to 15 pairs in a day, from which it 
can be inferred how narrow- is the 
margin of profit in the industry. 
Relatively few wooden shoes are 
produced by machinery 
for 
export, 
but with this exception all the wood­ 
en shoes are made by hand in Hol­ 
land. 
About twenty different tools 
are required in the operation. 
A year 
or so ago several Oerman capitalists 
started factories in this country to 
make wooden shoes by machinery, but 
failed. 
Machine-made shoes, 
it 
is 
said, are not well finished, and some 
handwork is always 
necessary 
tc 
m ake them satisfactory.
